Chicago, May 1!9.—Johann Hoch, who 
by his own confession, is several times a 
bigamist, and who is charged by tue 
police with having married at least férty 
women in the past fifteen years. was 
found guilty of murder today, and the 
death sentence recommended by a jury 
in Judge Kersten's court. The crime for 
which Hoch will be led to the gallows 
Was the murder of his last known wife, 
Mrs. Marie Welcker-Hoch. Hoch had 
‘been married to this woman, but a few 
days when she became suddenly ill and 
died. He then formed an alliance with 
the sister of the dead woman, Mrs. 
Vischer, and securing the latter’s money, 
fied from Chicago. This woman, in quest 
of revenge, notified the police that Hoch 
4 poisoned her sister, and a search for 
och was begun. He was found tw) 
eeks later in New York and brought 
back to Erie 0 and confronted by sev- 
eral of his supposed wives. During the 
trial expert testimony. was offered by the 
state that Hoch had poisoned the woman 
by administering arsenic. 
Verdict Was Quick. 

Today's verdict’ was one of the quick- 
est on record in Cook county, the jury 
having reached a decision in less than 
half an hour. Three ballots were takea.

Warsaw, May !9.—A workman who was

The evidence was all circumstantial,” 
he said, and my life was ‘géessed’ away 
by the jury which did not give sufficient 
consideration to the testimony offered. 
Had they done so 1 might have stood a 
better chance. But there is no use in 
finding fault now, it is all over with me, 
and I hope that no time will be lost in 
taking me to the gallows. I do not want 
my attorney to attempt anything more 
for me, as I know it will be of no use, 
The end cannot come too soon to sult 
ime. I committed no crime. If my wife 
had been shot by me instead of pois- 
oned, as was alleged, it would have tak- 
en the jury At least a day to have return- 
ed a vérdict, but this was a case of pols- 
oning in which at least twice as much 
time should have been given for its con- 
sideration.”

Hoch smiled and replied: 

“Not for me. It’s all over and John is 
going to die.“ 

Hoch then commenced to whistle a 
lively air as he was returning to his cell.

to fix all rates went too far. The com- 
mission, he said,’ would deal with com- 
plaints as they were made.

Just before the 
close of today’s session of the general 
assembly of the Southern Presbyterian 
church the report of the committee on 
closer relations was read and circulated 
in printed form on the floor of the con- 
vention. The report recommended the 
appointment of a committee to confer 
‘with eimilar committees of other 
churches as to the most advisable course 
to pursue in the premises. On motion 
of Dr. G. B. Stickler, of Richmond, Va.,

ine report of the committee was or- 
dered to be referred to a committee of 


Plunkett. This committee will report 
back to the assembly its recommenda- 
tions on the question. 


Report of Federation. 


Following is a. summary of the report 
dt the committee on closer federation. 


|, Bvery church entering into this fed- 


wn creed, government and worship 
— well as every power, jurisdiction and 
right Which is not by these articles ex- 
pressly delivered to the body hereby con- 
stituted. 

2. For the prosecution of work that 
cin be better done in union than sepa- 
rately, an ecclesiastical council is hereby 
established, which shall be known by 
the name and style of The Federal 
Council of the Reform Churches in the 
United States of America holding the 
Presbyterian system.” 

3. The federal council shall consist of 
at least four representatives, ministers 
or elders fro meach of the constituent 
churches for each 100,000 communicants 
or fraction thereof up to 300,000; and 
where a church has mere than 300,000 
communicants, then four representatives, 
ministers or elders for each additional 
200,000 communicants or fraction thereof. 

4. The federal council shall exercise 
only such authority as is conferred upon 
it by these articles, or such as may 
hereafter be conferred upon it by the fed- 
erated churches. 

5. The federal council shall promote 
the cooperation of the federated churches 
in foreign missionary work and also in 
their general work in the United States 
of America, in connection with home 
misaions, work among the colored peo- 
ple, church erection, Sabbath schools, 
publication and education; and may initi- 
ate movements having this cooperation 
in view, subject to the approval of the 
churches concerned. 

Powers of Federal Council. 
6. The federal council will have power 


to deal with differences which may arise

There are two erroneous idéas afloat in regard to the Equitable’s surplus: First, 
that it is entirely too large; and second, that nearly all of it ought to be divided among 
the policy holders immediately.

tinguished chancellor look to a broad- 


er and better system of agriculture 
through systematic educatlon. The 
proposition is that the pupils in the 
common school, the larger per cent} 
of whom are farmers’ children, shall 
enjoy, as far as possible, the benefits 
of the appropriations which come to 
the state through the Morrill bill—by 
which, of course, is meant the bene 
fits which come of experience in the 
effort being made to carry into effect 
the provisions of the Morrill act in 
the state colleges of agriculture, Ex- 
perience has shown that in order to 
get the best results in the colleges 
of agriculture, a beginning must be 
made in the primary schools, and sys- 
tematic, as well as enthusiastic, work 
done in the becondary schools, which 
*taud next to the colleges. 

Chancellor Hill suggests that in the 
primary schools the extension of the 
provisions of the Morrill act would 
take the form of nature studies aud 
elementary agricultural education in 
connection with school gardens, and 
would contemplate manual training to 
a reasonable extent. He further sug- 
gests that to apply the Morrill act to 
secondary schools will be to make 
them, as it were, mar schools of 
technology. 

Chancellor Hill proposes to have 
the farmers themselves share the ben- 
efits of the Morrill act. On this sub- 
Ject he says: 

The interests of adult persons in ag- 
ricultural and industrial education should 
bo recognized. There should be farm- 
ers’ institutes in the country and indus- 
trial institutes in the towns and cities. 
Provision for instruction in these insti- 
tutes might be made by having itiner 
ant experts teach in different localities 
from time to time. These traveling in- 
Structors and lecturers constitute an 
important part of the scheme of gen- 
eral education in agriculture now going 
on in Canada. In the case of farmers, it 
is well known that the isolation of 
farm life seems often to produce indif- 
ference to agricultural education and 
frequently distrust of its value. These 
constitute a part of the problem. Where 
these facts exist, we must frankly recog- 
nize the situation. It is not enough to 
provide facilities for education at some 
distant point and then notify people of 
this type that the facilities are at their 
service if they will come. To do them 
effective good, the facilities must be 
brought to their doors. 

In no other way is it possible for the 
benefit of the large expenditure made 
for the department of agriculture, the 
A, and M. colleges and the experiment 
stations, to reach the people. The pub- 
lications of these several agencies are 
necessarily technical. They are written, 
for the most part, in the language of 
science. These statements are not made 
in the spirit of unfriendly criticism. 
They merely state the facts as they are; 
and as they must coritinue. The aver- 
age farmer cannot assimilate these pub- 
lications. Even the farmer below the 
average ought to be reached; but this 
Can never be done until this literature 
is popularized by expert teaching. Only 
thus will it filter down among those who 
need it most, : 

A wiser plan for the furtherance of 
agriculture could not possibly be de- 
vised than that thought out by Chan- 
cellor “Hill. By means of it the peo- 
ple can be reached, interested and 
aroused as they have never been. 
We would emphasize in particular 
Chancellor Hill’s suggestion whereby 
the publications of the agricultural 
colleges and the experiment stations, 
which tell of the results accomplished 
by these two great agencies, may be 
simplified and popularized. 

The propaganda proposed and out- 
lined by Chancellor Hill should be 
put in motion without unnecessary 
delay. The time is propitious, and 
the people are ready and waiting. 


Plucky Baltimore. 

Baltimore is proving herself more 
than equal to the phoenix*task which 
faced her as the result of her great 
conflagration. Recently the city 
council appropriated $13,000,000 to be 
expended for a splendid system of 
parks and sewerage. The average 
city would have dispensed with the 
first-named improvement until some 
more convenient season, but the cour- 
age and sound judgment of the Bal- 
timoreans is evidenced in a determi- 
nation to rebuild a city worthy the 
name while they are about the task. 

Only a little over a year ago the 
Maryland metropolis sustained a loss 
of $50,000,000 in property values. The 
commercial income of the city, then 
one of ‘the most stupendous in the 
country, was completely shattered. 
As in Galveston and  Jackson- 
ville, a small element of pes- 
Simists, sta&gered by the propor- 
tions of the work of rehabilita- 
tion, timidly proposed either an aban- 
doment of the project, or its execution 
in such conservative fashion as Would 
cause the city to forfeit practically 
all the progress it had made in recent 
years. 

These suggestions were overwhelm 
ingly rejected. The first retort was an 
appropriation of $3,000,000 from the 
public treasury for the restoration 
and improvement of the burned dis- 
trict. Not content with this step, 
the sponsors of the restoration then 
voted $6,000,000 for the improvement 
The latest appropria- 
tion of $13,000,000 runs the total of 
public expenditure up to $22,000,000— 
an exhibition of glorious pluck in a 
municipality whose revenues were 80 
severely crippled barely fifteen 
months ago! 

Several times that amodnt is being 
expended in private channels. Balti- 
more’s business men might have 
taken their insurance money and

reap a substantial reward in Balti- 
more, as it did in the cases of Jack- 
sonville and Galveston, where the 
problems were relatively as great. 


Hay in Georgia. 

The communication from Qditor 
Shope, of The North Georgia Citt- 
zen, printed elsewhere in this issue, 
touches a matter of agricultural econ- 
omy that possesses great potential- 
ities for the future of Georgia. The 
Constitution has heretofore dealt edl- 
‘torially with the question of hay- 
growing in Georgia, moved by our es- 
teemed Dalton’ contemporary’s edu- 
cative initiative, and the subject is 
one that merits a systematic cam- 
paign of education and ‘agitation on 
the part of every newspaper in the 
state. ; | 

That Georgia ‘can produce the very 
finest kind of hay is abundantly 
proven by the action of the agricul- 
tural commissioners of the St. Louis 
world’s fair in awarding to Georgia 
hay the higest prize over all competi- 
tors, including not only .the famous 
hay states of the middle west, but the 
more famous blue grass state of Ken- 
tucky. .The high ggade hay that 
Georgia can produce in abundance in- 
cludes blue grass as well as timothy 
and the other aristocratic hay grasses. 
All that is necessary to make this val- 
uable industry extensive and perma- 
nent in Georgia is the right, kind of 
local market encouragemeat, as Editor 
Shope points out. At present it is 
claimed that western hay enjoys such 
a monopoly in the urban markets of 
the state, including the great mule 
market of Atlanta, that the home 
product has not yet been given a fair 
trial by local consumers, notwith- 
standing the fact that it can be mar- 
keted at a fair profit to the consumer 
at a less price than the western ar- 
ticle, owing to the excessive item of 
freight. 

This is a matter that involves, or 
should involve, a manifestation of 
public spirit on the part of all Geor- 
gia hay dealers and consumers of 
hay, and certainly it should not be 
difficult to give such a spirit exercise 
when the domestic commodity can be 
furnished at a positive saving. The 
principle of patronizing home indus- 
tries, even at some expense to econ- 
omy, is always an admirable and, in 
the long run, a profitable principle, 
for it is by mutual cooperation of this 
kind that domestic industries are fos- 
tered and the home community pro- 
portionately benefitéd by keeping the 
money at home, and in active local 
circulation. It means much to every 
trading point in Georgia to promote 
hay culture on a commercial scale in 
this state, and when the practical en- 
couragement necessary in the shape 
of opening the local markets to do- 
mestic hay does not involve a parti- 
cle of financial sacrifice, but, on the 
contrary, involves financial gain to all 
concerned, the situation is anomalous 
to say the least, if the domestic arti- 
ole is “tabooed,” as our Dalton corre- 
spondent charges. 

The Constitution suspects that the 
hay growers, dealers and consumers 
of Georgia do not understand each

other and the economic possibilities 
at stake, if such an illogical market | 
condition obtains. It is time for them 
to establish a rapprochement and 
commercial entente, to employ the 
terms of diplomacy. It may be that 
too much inferior domestic hay has 
sought our markets in competition with 
the AP western article, creating in 
the minds dealers and consumers a 
prejudice against the home product 
that might readily be overcome by 
future shipments of Al Georgia hay. 
We well know that the latter can be 
made to compete with its rival in 
quality and price, and let the demon- 
stration and effort be made this sum- 
mer. We believe the result will be 
satisfactory to all concerned and that, 
in the future, we shal] hear no more 
complaint of unfair discriminations. 
against Georgia hay. As for the At- 
lanta dealers, we feel sure they will 
meet the hay growers of the state 
half way. 

Editor Shope is dete right in the 
view he takes of the Importance of 
a commercial hay crop to Georgia. 
Let our farmers set their available 
lands to the hay grasses, for this 
peerless crop will in time make Geor- 
gia a real factor in the national hay 
market, rivaling Kansas, Illinoig and 
the western states that at present en- 
joy a virtual monopoly. We have the 
soil and the climate for such an in- 
dustry. Let our people supply the 
other essentials to success.

A Garrulous Judge. 

Is it possible that the prevalent 
craze for newspaperiety is invading 
our traditionally staid judiciary?

: The Need of Immigration. 

The Nashville Banner is doing good 
work in the cause of southern im- 
migration, 
of Jennessee convincing arguments 
in favor of adding many fqreigners to 
the state’s population. The Banner 
says truly that a demand for their 
labor exists in the cotton fields, and 
that there is cheap land in the re- 
mote southern regions that will ulti- 
mately call them to reclaim it from 
the wildcrness. 

Our Nashville contemporary, in this 
connection, makes a significant com- 
parison between the states of Minne- 
sota and ‘Tennessee, the former state 
being taken as a typical example of 
a state built upon foreign immigra- 
tion. The Banner says: 

The south has not had immigration 
like the north, and it has also remained 
peor and backward of development. 
while the north waxed fat and prospered. 
Minnesota is a much younger state than 
Tennessee, but Minnesota has a “larger 
white population than Tennessee. 
nessee has 106,857 illiterates of voting 
age and Minnesota has 20,785. The for- 
eign-born population of Teynessee is 
only 9,641. That of Minnesota is 261,626. 
The per capita wealth in Minnesota js 
greater than that in Tennessee. The 
state has one city of over 200,000. pop- 
ulation and another of over 160,000. 
Minnesota also has the larger school at- 
tendance and more “schools for a longer 
term than Tennessee. In short, using 
all the standards of advanced <civiliza- 
tion, Minnesota, since its admission to 
the union in 1858, only forty-seven years 
ago, has made much better progress than 
Tennessee has during its statehood since 
1796, nearly ten years more than a tr 
tury. 

We select Minnesota for this compar- 
ison because the forelgn immigration 
into that state has been very heavy. 
Those who are foreign-born and born of 
foreign parents include 50 per cent of 
the population. 

If the conditions that obtained in 
the south before the war obtained to- 


day, the wisdom of encouraging large 


numbers of foreigners to settle among 


us might well be questioned, but the; 


| progress of the age has decreed that 
the south shall be commercialized, 
and to proceed to the achievement of 
her manifest commercial destiny 
against the keen competition of other 
sections of the union it is necessary 
that enough labor, and ee right kind 
of labor, be supplied from some 
source, the negro labor supply being 
inadequate. Obviously, we must do 
as the north and west have done if 
the south is to go forward, namely, 
encourage immigration. 

If the right kind of foreign emi- 
grants come to the south, the results 
will be all that the most enthusiastic 
friends of southern progress could 
hope for.

Tet our farmers say they cannot 
afford to raise hay above the amount re- 
quired’ for home consumption, because 
there is no market for it-that Georgia 
hay is tabooed in Atlanta, where tons 
upon tons are used annually. Atlanta, 
as is well known, is the second largest 
mule-market in the world, and it is es- 
timated that something near {00,000 head 


ot mules and horses are fed annũally 


within its corporate limits, and it is an 
undispSted fact that they are fed on 
w rn hay. 

I submit that this is a gross injustice 
to the Georgia farmer, and one tha’. 
should certainly be corrected. 

Not long since this question was dis- 
cussed editorially in your columns, and 
several communications ‘from farmers 
have appeared in the columns of the 
North Georgia Citizen, to say nothing of 
editorial after editorial. The end aimel 
at im this agitation was to find the 
reagon .of his discriminatory practice on 
the part of Atlanta. In a small degree 
some light was thrown on the subject, 
but not enough to be.convincing, It 
was more in the nature of excuses ‘han 
reasons, to-wit: 

(1) That Georgia bay is not properly 
cured, and that too much foreign matter, 
or weeds, is contained in it. 

(2) The. majority of stock fed in At 
lanta belong to western dealers, and they 
naturally prefer western hay. 

The first is rather weak in that it can 
BO easily. be remedied, for the farmer 
would be only too glad to have his hay 
marketable, and if he is not proparly 
curing it, it is carelessness and a knowl- 
edge that he has no market for it even 
if it were properly cured and free from 
weeds and other foreign inatter. 

The second excuse is weaker than the 
first. It is not reasonable to supposo, 
however loyal a man might be to his na 
tive section, that he would prefer to pay 
from three to five dollars per ton more 
for western hay than for the native pro- 
dust. when the native product is as 
good, or as the world’s fgir commission 
put it, better. 

There are many farmers of this section 
who have the finest kind of hay land 
who want to raise it, but cannot be- 
cause there is no market. This is a sad 
commentary and one that demands se- 
rious consideration, with a Bore to cor- 
recting it. 

Here is the way one of our progressive 
farmers and foremost crtigens puts it. 
speaking of Georgia’s hay prospects and 
possibilities: 

‘She has a larger territory for hay 
production of the best quality than for 
cotton. She can far over-suply her home 
market from $3 to $5 less per ton than 
can be supplied by any other market, 
realizing a handsome profit at that, im- 


crease the prloe ot her cotton by reducing 
the acreage with a crop vastly mors 


raising, and make it possible for one man 
to supervise three hundred acres with 


more ease, profit, pleasure and satisfac- 


tion than he could one hundred W of 
any clean cultivated crop.“ 

It would induce our best men—men "i 
means and ability—to hve on and engage 
in farming, educate their children for 
agricultural vocations, and finally disvose 
entirely of the disastrous tenant cus- 
tom; enhance her real estate, and make 


the entire country happy and prosperous.

ditor Constitution: I have read with 
rauch interest your article relative to the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
appearing in Wednesday's issue of The 
Constitution, in which reference is made 
in particular to the presence in Atlanta 
of Secretary I. H. Sykes, of the Progres- 
sive Union ‘of Columbus, Miss. 

I note that Mr. Sykes in an interview 
with your reporter has to say of the 
freight rates existing in this section on 
behalf of his city (Columbus, Miss.) the 
following: 

“Do you know we have the cheapest 
rate of frefght on pig iron from Birming- 
ham, the ae Wig market on this pro- 
duct, of any city in a radius of several 
hundred miles. For your information the 
following rates on pig iron from Bir- 
mingham, Ala, to points named below 
apply: New Orleans, La., $2.50 per ton; 
Vicksburg, Miss., $2.75 ptr ton: Memphis, 
Tenn., $2.37 per ton: Meridian, Miss., 
$1,560 per ton; Anniston, Ala., $1.36 per 
ton: Columbus, 81 per ton.“ 

Mr. Sykes is mistaken with reference to 
the freight rates obtaining on pig iron, 
coke and coal from Birmingham, Ala., to 
Anniston, Ala. He states the rate to be 
$1.36 per ton, whereas, asa matter of 
fact, the true rate that has obtained for 
Many years past, and which still obtains 
at this time, is 50 cents per ton. It will 
be observed that Anniston's freight rate 
is 80 per cent better, or exactly one- 
half of what obtains in favor of Colum- 
bus, Miss, The other advantages.obtain- 
ing in Anniston’s favor as a manufactur- 
ing city are numerous and varied. 

In an article of this kind, the purpose 
of which is to correct an error calcu- 
bated to do Anniston an injustice, the 
writer hereof does not feel that he 
could, with any degree of consistency, 
enumeraté said advantages.

Operates 85.58 miles of railroad in Geor- .

returned jis total property this year at 
$1,913,533, including its franchise,

Wen the franchise tax law went into 
effect and the road had to make a re- 
tupp on iis franchise, it reduced the re- 
turn ot its wadbec from $15,000 to $12,- 
000 per mile.

Meeting of Manufacturers’ 
Association Here a Suc- 
cess, 


With the exception of a few who went 


to Columbus, Ga., and Columbus, Miss, 
the delegates to the National Associatio.1 
of Manufacturers left Atlanta yesterday 
for their homes in various sections ot 
the country. 

The convention here was q. success in 
every way. and many important prot- 
lems were discussed and acted upon in a 
way that wl result in much benefit to 
the members of the association. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the convention was the address at the 
Grand Thursday evening by Secretary 
Victor H. Metcalf. He confined himself 
to a practical discussion of the problems 
that confront the American manufac- 
turer, and the figures he gave were of 
considerable interest to those who hear‘ 
him. His appeal to the manufacturers of 
America to seek foreign Markets in an 
aggressive manner, and not to sleep over 
thelr rights in near-by countries, brought 
forth prolonged applause. 

His references to the progress and 
growth of the south and the importance 
he laid upon southern development was 
gratifying to ¢he southern manufacturers 
and to all interests of the south.
